Dear Eric; 

It was great meeting you--finally--at the NLG bash in Baltimore 
last month. Hopefully our paths will cross at some future event 
where I'll have several things I'd like autographed--Coinage for 
Colonial Virginia, Secret of the Good Samaritan Shilling (my all- 
time favorite!), Continental Currency/FUGIO ' s , 1804 dollar, etc., etc. 
To say that I have enjoyed your research may very well qualify as 
understatement of the year. To say that I have learned more from 
your published works than any other since Crosby would be much closer 
to the truth! 

Anyways, you mentioned that you wouldn't mind letting me know 
what Connecticut coppers you had ("Odds and Ends"). To make the task 
somewhat easier for you, I have enclosed a list of the varieties known. 
The pieces that I have recorded as being in your collection are mark- 
ed with an asterik (*) . This information was from an unpublished man- 
uscript prepared by Ned Barnsley some ten or fifteen years ago, so 
the information may not still be relevant. All I have are the varietie 
so if you could indicate the grades of^ these pieces I would really 
appreciate it (and this will be of infinite help in trying to establish 
some sort of skeletal condition census). Another invaluable piece of 
information would be the pedigree of any pieces listed. This is espe- 
cially helpful in establishing auction record information (that is, 
appearances of the same coin at auction two or more times) and. will 
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prevent counting the same piece more than once when going over the 
rarity ratings. 

There is, of course, no rush to get this done right away. I 
do feel kind of guilty asking you to do so much but, as your col- 
lection is so noteworthy, it is necessary for any eventual public- 
ation. 

As long as I seem to be taking up so much of your time, I have 
a few other questions to ask on different subjects. 


My last purchase at the A.N.A. in Baltimore (actually, this was 
purchased in the airport (!) waiting for the flight home!) was an 
example of the Voltaire medal, Baker-78. The unusual thing about 
this piece is that it is struck in copper--a metal completely un- 
listed in Baker, the Fuld reprint or the new Rulau/Fuld reference. 

Do you know anything about this? Were restrikes ever made of the 
medal? In any event, it is certainly a fascinating piece... 

I also came up with a bronze example of Baker-131, the Series 
Numismatica piece mis-spelled WASINGTON with the edge stamped 
"MONACHII". 

Well, that’s about it from me. I look forward to hearing from 
you and, until then.
